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Record Enrollment Brings 896 Students 


A record 896 students enrolled at Pres- 
byterian College for the fall semester 
as PC began its 98th session with this 
1978-79 academic year. 

The total, composed of 489 men and 
407 women, compares to the previous 
high of 883 registered in 1972. It 
represents a 7 percent increase over 
last fall and maintains the male-female 


pressed real satisfaction over this two- 
year pattern, sustained without lowering 
standards and in the face of intensive 
competition. 

The 814 students living in campus 
facilities are being housed without over- 
crowding, although temporary use is 
being made of old Doyle Infirmary and 


Clinton Hall’s fourth-floor overflow ac- 
commodations. The 82 students living 
off-campus include local area com- 
muters as well as married students and 
some others who have made separate 
housing arrangements. 

Eighteen states and nine foreign 
countries are represented in this year’s 
student body in these numbers:

The incoming freshman class num- 
bers 295, the second largest new class 
to register. It came selectively from 
among 824 who initiated applications: 
606 were accepted and 49% of these 
students entered PC. In addition, there 
are 45 transfers from other institutions 
(including junior college graduates). 

This fall’s freshman crop was big- 
ger by almost 9% than the larger- 
than-usual first-year class of 271 which 
entered in 1977. College officials ex-

The first joint presentation of the Alumni Gold P Award will go to the Lynn 
brothers for their unique work as headmasters of two top private schools situated 
on adjoining campuses. Ross has been headmaster of the Memphis University 
School for boys since 1954. Bob became president of Hutchison School for girls 
in 1959. Each institution enrolls about 600 students and sends virtually 100 
percent of the graduates to college. 

Dr. Gillespie was chosen for the Alumni Service Award “in recognition of 
outstanding meritorious service rendered Presbyterian College and the Alumni 
Association.” His citation covers many years of varied service—as an alumni di- 
rector, local club officer, fund-raiser and student recruiter. He is a physican. 

Dr. Smith becomes the first woman and at 30 the youngest person to receive 
the Outstanding Young Alumnus Award (change that to “Alumna” this year). She 
was selected as the seventh recipient of this award because of her widely recognized 
work as a reading consultant with the South Carolina State Department of Educa- 
tion and for her efforts in elementary and middle school curriculum design.

Late Clinton Businessman and Wife 
Honored with Cooper Scholarship 


A scholarship in memory of late Clin- 
ton business leader Lynn W. Cooper, 
Sr., and honoring Mrs. Cooper has 
been established at Presbyterian Col- 
lege with an initial gift of $10,000 by 
Mr. and Mrs. Lynn W. Cooper, Jr., of 
Clinton. 

President Marc C. Weersing said 
income from this endowment invest- 
ment will be used to assist capable 
students in economics and business 
administration.

“We feel it is very fitting to have a 
scholarship in this field named for a 
man who represented through his own 
career the best attributes of responsible 
free enterprise. The Cooper Scholar- 
ship will help young men and women 
to follow in this direction.”
